reservedly endorsed by our state Democratic and Republican plat­ 
forms and the County Court Judges Association, and therefore they 
should be overwhelm ingly adopted in the coming November election. 
Because they do not understand them, many voters have formed the 
habit of \oting “ N O ” on all Constitutional amendments. 
Amend- 
ments No. 2 and 3 have been especially prepared to reduce taxes, 
and to expedite the passage of legislation, and therefore, every in­ 
dividual who is interested in reducing tax^s should vote “ Y E S ” by 
scratching “ N O ” on these two amendments.

last night that we have had, they 


can be lifted most any time. 
Prob­ 
ably, they would be better off in 
the ground for a few days yet. un­ 
less 
it

rain. 
W ith a low temperature, and ratny 
weather, none of the* tender roots 
do well. 
Probably tomorrow 
will 
be an ideal time to lift the Cannas. 


T h e stalk should be cut about eight 
inches above the ground and the 
entire clump lifted, turned upside 
down, and allowed to dry out, for at 
least 
three 
or 
four days. 
Then 
they can be stored away in a base­ 
ment 
where 
they 
can 
remain all 
winter. 
It. is better to leave the 
entire clump together, with the soil 
between the tubers. 
If you want to keep flowers the 
maximum length of time, lay them 
flat in a bathtub or any vessel that 
has three or four inches of water 
in it. 
W e have had cut Chryanthe- 
rnunis to last three weeks by this 
method. 
Of course, they arc put in 
the containers during the day.
